COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 





In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of 
New Hampshire the Commissioners of: Carroll 
County submit their annual report together with 
the report of the Superintendent of the County 
Farm and of the various other County Officers. 

It is a pleasure for the Commissioners of Carroll 


County to be able to report a saving of several thousand 
dollars in the expenditures of the 1941 budget; as voted 
by the delegation. Credit for this is not due the Com- 
missioners entirely, but to conditions in general. In- 
creased need for workmen cut down direct relief rolls, 
and less crime (because of not so much idleness) re- 
duced Court expenses. At this writing there is not 
an able-bodied man receiving aid, unless it be an oc- 
casional milk order, where there is a large family and 
the visiting nurse has requested milk for the small 
children. 


All appropriations for 1941 were lived well under 
with the exception of two, namely: Court House and 
County Home. Last summer when there was so much 
talk about a shortage of coal, its transportation, etc., 
the Commissioners thought best to lay in their supply 
as soon as possible, and bids were asked for. This 
resulted in the purchase of a carload of coal which, 
ordinarily, would not have been bought until early in 
1942. The over appropriations of the County Home 
were caused by several reasons. A larger number of 
inmates, (during three months of the past year, there 
were over one hundred, and in July, one hundred and 
ten were there for the whole month). Fewer paying 
boarders, a sharp increase in the cost of all supplies, 
as well as wages, and a change in management in the 
middle of the year. 
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It is with regret that we mention the passing in 
April of Superintendent Fred Richardson. He was an 
ideal man for the position, and during the four years 
that he had charge of the Home, both he and Mrs. 
Richardson endeared themselves to all with whom they 
came in contact. 

It was no easy job for the Commissioners to decide 
upon someone to go on with the work. Many applica- 
tions were received from couples in New Hampshire 
and out of the State, but after due consideration it was 
decided to eliminate all but Carroll County applicants. 
After confining themselves to local people the job was 
still not easy, because of the high type of folks who 
applied ; however, because of the fact that illness in the 

families of the two last superintendents had caused 
more or less worry, it was decided to try a young couple 
for the job, and Mr. and Mrs. Charles A. Severance of 
Moultonboro were selected. Both Mr. and Mrs. Sev- 
erance are college people, strong and capable, who have 
had to work hard for a living since their marriage, and 
to date they have shown themselves very cooperative. 


- Some of the 1941 undertakings have been the re- 
laying of water pipe line, erection of a new silo, en- 
largement of the hospital, remodeling of the horse 
stable and erection of acorncrib. In the late summer, 
the level of the water'in the reservoir gradually low- 
ered from no apparent cause, until it was feared that 
the earthquake had done something to the artesian 
well. Experts were consulted and permission gotten 
from the delegation to investigate the cause of the 
trouble, and find out, if possible, what should be done 
to insure an adequate water supply. Fortunately, be- 
fore much expense had been incurred, the Commis- 
sioners decided to dig up some of the pipe, for possible 
breaks, and a sizeable place was found in back of the 
Manchester Antique Barn, where the packing had been 
forced out from around the end of a pipe. This was

taken care of, but, being fearful of a recurrence of the 
trouble, the delegation was asked for money enough to 
relay the pipe through the swamp in back of the Court 
House; since the dry year made it ideal for such a job, 
and should a leak occur there when the place was 
flooded, the cost of fixing the pipe would be great. The 
delegation voted $800.00 for doing this work, and it 
was done in August by the Thibodeau Construction 
Company of Wolfeboro. 

The old silo had leaned more and more each year 
until it could not be used. Accordingly, an appropria- 
tion was given the Commissioners, and a handsome 
fieldstone silo erected last fall in time to be filled for 
winter use. The work was all done by House of Cor- 
rection labor, the only expense being the cement, the 
roof, and the wooden lining. 

In 1940, because of the large number of hospital 
patients, one floor of the brick house was taken over 
as a convalescent ward. This, however, did not work 
out too well, and so this past year, four rooms were 
taken from the help’s quarters, adjacent to the hos- 
pital, and made into two wards, one for men and one 
for women. This arrangement is proving very satis- 
factory, because one nurse can now oversee the whole 
hospital, whereas, with the previous plan another nurse 
was needed. The only cost for this work was for ma- 
terial, since one of the House of Correction men was a 
carpenter, first class. 

The corn crib spoken of was made from hurricane 
lumber, by House of Correction help, when it was 
feared that the silo might not be done in time for fill- 
ing, and 250 bushels of corn were picked off and husked 
in the early fall. 

One worriment of the Superintendent is the con- 
tinual loss of creatures from Bangs disease. New ac- 
credited stock was added during the past year, and it is 
hoped that eventually the herd will stay clean. An ap-

propriation of $300.00 was voted for renovating the 
tie-up, but this money was not spent last year. How- 
ever, the coming year this work is to be done, as it is 
felt that old floors are the cause of continued contam- 
ination. 


There is an Association of County Commissioners 
in New Hampshire, and for a long time an annual fall 
outing has been held in a different county each fall, un- 
til all counties have been visited. Then they start all 
over‘again. In 1941 it was Carroll County’s turn to 
entertain, and the event was very well carried out. Be- 
cause of the fact that Carroll County Home equipment 
was not adequate to care for all who usually come, 
the Y. M. C. A. Hall was used for the banquet and en- 
tertainment which followed a forenoon spent at the 
Home. A fine turkey banquet was served by the Os- 
sipee civic ladies’ club to about one hundred people 
which included all County Commissioners and their 
wives, several State guests, and the County officials 
with their families. The speaker of the afternoon was 
Mrs. Mabel Fullerton Hatch who took as her subject, 
“Carroll County.” 


The year 1942 looks very promising to the Carroll 
County Commissioners. Relief rolls are down. The 
Stamp Plan will probably come into action early in the 
year. Things seem to be very well organized at the 
Home, and a much smaller appropriation has been re- 
quested in the budget for the coming year.

Superior Court in Carroll County 





For Year Ending December 31, 1941 





New Continuing Sub-Committee Appointed 
On January 8, 1941, at a meeting of the delegation 
held at the State House, Concord, N. H., it was moved 
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by the member from Moultonboro, Mrs. Banfield, 
and. seconded by the member from Wolfeboro, Mr. 
Thibodeau, that a new continuing sub-committee be 
appointed by the chairman. The vote was unanimously 
carried. 3 | 

On motion of the member from Freedom, Mr. 
Huntress, seconded by the member from Sandwich, Mr. 
Knox, it was unanimously voted that an advisory com- 
mittee be appointed by the chair. 

_ At a meeting of the delegation held at Ossipee, 
February 17, 1941, Chairman Simpson announced ap- 
pointment of new continuing sub-committee as Edith 
D. Banfield, Moultonboro, Chairman; George F. 
Thibodeau, Wolfeboro, Vice-Chairman; Alden N. 
Young of Wakefield, Clerk; Perley C. Knox of Sand- 
wich and Ralph L. Grindle of Conway; with Ansel N. 
Sanborn, Wakefield, and William McDonald of Wolfe- 
boro, Advisers. 

The new continuing sub-committee construes the 
language of the motion to mean that the committee is 
to act as a fact-finding body for the purpose of in- 
dicating how reductions in court expenses may be 
made. 

The report of the former sub-committee recom- 
mended that the powers of the county delegation to 
appoint a committee to investigate the conduct of 
county affairs should be considerably broadened so that 
the scope of the investigation would include the ex- 
penditure of any county money by any person or per- 
sons. This sub-committee and others accomplished 
this recommendation at least in part by the enactment 
of Laws 1941, chapter 62, ‘“‘An Act Relating to Power 
of County Delegations to Investigate.” This law 
amended Public Laws, chapter 35, section 7, to read as 
follows: 

“7. Investigations. The county convention by a 
vote of a majority of all its members may appoint a 
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committee of its own members, not to exceed five, and 
not over three to be of either of the two major political 
parties, to investigate conditions pertaining to the con- 
duct of county affairs by any county officer or any per- 
son appointed or employed by such officer, which com- 
mittee shall have power to summon witnesses, examine 
them under oath, secure a transcript of the testimony 
and do other necessary acts to conduct such an investi- 
gation.” The law is now found in Revised Laws, chap- 
ter 44, section 9. 


As a result of the action of this committee to- 
gether with the report of the former sub-committee of 
the Carroll County delegation, the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives appointed a standing com- 
mittee composed of the chairman of the county dele- 
gation in each of the ten counties. No formal action 
was taken by this standing committee. 


This sub-committee can report no other accomp- 
lishment except the enactment of the legislation re- 
ferred to above. It may be stated, however, that this 
is the first time that any county delegation has made 
any serious attempt at preparing a serious and factual 
study of ways and means to reduce county expendi- 
tures. It may be pointed out that the recommenda- 
tions to this committee together with the report and 
recommendations of the former sub-committee when 
accepted and approved by the county convention should 
be printed in full in the county report. This is a re- 
quirement of law and should be complied with by the 
County Commissioners. Public Laws, chapter 35, sec- 
tion 9 (Revised Laws, chapter 44, section 11), reads as 
follows: 

‘Recommendations. The recommendations of 
this committee when accepted by the county conven- 
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tion shall be entered at length in the next county re-

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REPORT OF COUNTY PHYSICIAN 





To the Carroll County Commissioners: 


During the year 1941 health conditions at the 
County Home were at a normal level. There were ten 
deaths and five births. A total of fifty-four patients 
were hospitalized. Most of the diseases were of a 
chronic nature requiring prolonged rest in bed and 
treatment. There were no epidemics and no accidents 
of serious nature. 

I regret the loss by death of former superintend- 
ent, Fred Richardson, who was so assiduous in his 
care of the inmates of the home. We are, however, 
fortunate in having Mr. and Mrs. C. A. Severance as 
Superintendent and Matron. They have shown a great 
deal of initiative and unlimited capacity for work. 
Their kindness to the patients is reflected in the gen- 
eral uplift of morale in the home. There have been 
some material changes in the hospital consisting chief- 
ly of sound-proofing of the rooms adjacent to the help’s 
walk. This has been a great help not only to the 
patients but also to the working personnel. 

I wish to thank the Commissioners and the Super- 
intendent for their cooperation in the past year.
